I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health,  and  the  Reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  their 
work,  in  the  Districts,  during  the  year  1962. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimates  of  the  mid-year  populations 
of  the  Districts,  which  form  the  bases  for  most  of  the  statistical 
data  in  the  reports,  are  analysed  in  the  following  table.

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THE  BIRTH  RATE 

The  total  number  of  births  in  the  districts  was  1,748 — 863  boys  and  885 
girls — compared  with  1,770  in  1961.  The  birth  rates  in  Rickmansworth 
and  Watford  Rural  were  lower,  whilst  those  in  Bushey  and  Chorleywood  were 
higher.

The  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  18.0  per  1,000  of  the  population; 
the  highest  since  1947. 


THE  DEATH  RATE 


There  were  slight  increases  in  the  death  rates  last  year,  with  the  exception 
of  Chorleywood,  where  the  very  low  rate  of  6.2  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
maintained  for  the  second  year  in  succession;  it  was  mentioned  last  year  that 
this  was  the  lowest  rate  since  1915.  The  rates  for  the  districts  were,  however, 
all  low,  compared  with  the  rate  of  11.9  for  the  whole  country. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  or  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the 
age  of  one  year,  per  1,000  live  births,  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.4,  the  lowest 
ever  recorded.  The  rates  in  the  districts  with  those  for  1961,  in  brackets,  were: — 
Bushey  10.6  (17.8),  Chorleywood  11.0  (12.0),  Rickmansworth  24.2  (10.4)  and 
Watford  Rural  18.3  (20.7).  The  higher  rate  in  Rickmansworth  could  well  be 
considered  in  conjunction  with  the  low  rate  for  the  previous  year. 

4'here  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Trachea,  Bronchus  and  Lung  are  steadily 
increasing;  the  national  figures  for  the  last  three  years  are: —

Increasing  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollu¬ 
tion,  which  is  under  continual  observation  in  the  area  at  stations  operated  by  the 
Public  Health  Departments  as  part  of  the  national  survey  organised  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  Pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
is  a  contributory  cause  of  Bronchitis  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  the  necessity 
for  its  prevention  is  now  a  major  public  health  problem.  The  dense  fumes  dis¬ 
charged  from  many  diesel  engines  on  the  roads  could  be  largely  avoided  by 
better  maintenance,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  misuse  by  drivers  of  the  excess 
fuel  device. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

With  the  exception  of  Measles,  which  was  mildly  prevalent,  the  incidence 
of  the  infectious  diseases  was  very  light. 

There  were  26  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  mostly  in  the  Rural  District;  the 
infection  is  now  of  a  mild  character,  and  with  the  antibiotic  treatment  available, 
admission  to  hospital  is  rarely  required.  This  is  very  different  from  the  times 
before  1935,  when  most  cases  went  to  hospital  for  about  42  days.  There  were 
five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  compared  with  66  during  the  previous  year 

As  mentioned  above,  Measles  was  only  mildly  prevalent;  there  were  230 
cases  compared  with  2,280  in  1961,  and  with  249  in  1960,  so  that  a  year  of  low 
prevalence  preceded,  and  followed,  an  epidemic  year,  according  to  the  usual 
pattern.  There  is,  at  present,  no  specific  treatment  for  Measles,  but  fortunately 
it  is  not  now  a  serious  disease. 

There  was  one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  in  the  districts’  last  year — this 
was  the  first  case  for  three  years;  the  patient  had  not  been  immunized.  The 
disease  first  became  prevalent  after  the  war  with  the  epidemic  of  1947.  Following 
the  development  of  an  efficient  vaccine,  immunization  was  commenced  in 
1956,  but,  naturally  some  time  was  required  for  its  general  adoption.  Immuniza¬ 
tion  is  now  available  to  everyone  and  it  is  extensively  practised,  though  still  not 
to  the  maximum  extent.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  recent  years,  according 
to  districts,  and  divided  into  P  (paralytic)  and  NP  (non-paralytic)  is  given  in

It  is  over  14  years  since  a  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  any  of  the 
districts.  To  maintain  this  very  satisfactory  state,  all  infants  should  be  immuni¬ 
zed  against  the  disease  about  the  age  of  four  to  six  months.  The  immunization 
treatment  of  children  has  been  made  simpler  by  the  combination  of  some  of  the 
vaccines  in  one  injection;  further  advances  along  these  lines  are  expected. 

The  incidence  of  the  intestinal  infections  was  low.  The  case  of  Typhoid 
Fever  recorded  was  one  of  several  which  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
on  returning  from  visits  to  the  Canary  Islands.  The  cases  of  Dysentery  were  of 
the  mild  Sonne  type.  Most  of  the  13  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during 
the  months  of  June  and  July,  none  was  of  a  serious  nature.

THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 


It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  increasing  use  which  is  being  made  of  refrigera¬ 
tion,  for  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  ensuring  a  safe  food  supply.  The 
highest  standards  of  food  hygiene  can  be  attained  today  for  equipment  is 
excellent,  both  in  design  and  materials,  whilst  complete  cleanliness  may  readily 
be  obtained  with  the  cleansing  preparations  now  available.  Above  all,  however, 
constant  care  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  food  handlers  in  order  to  prevent  any 
possible  contamination;  and  advice  and  literature  on  this  important  point 
can  always  be  obtained  from  the  Public  Health  Departments. 

The  water  supply  of  the  whole  Area  is  chlorinated,  and  adequate  in  amount. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  end  of  my  service  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  South-West  Hertfordshire  Combined  Districts  which 
is  due  to  take  place  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1963.  I  am  deeply  indebted 
to  all  the  members  of  the  councils  during  the  last  36  years  for  their  kindness  and 
help,  which  have  added  so  much  to  the  interest  and  pleasure  of  my  work. 

My  first  appointment  was  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1928,  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Bushev  (p.  10,010),  the  Urban  District  of  Chorleywood  (p.  3,169)  and 
the  Rural  District  of  Watford  (p.  17,130);  subsequently,  in  1934,  the  Urban 
District  of  Rickmansworth  (p.  13,390)  joined  the  Combined  Districts,  the  total 
population  of  which  is  now  about  120,000.  Although  the  districts  are  combined 
for  some  general  purposes  connected  with  the  appointment,  I  have  never  found 
any  difficulty  in  regarding  myself  as  separately  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
each  Council  and  there  have  been  advantages  in  this  arrangement. 

There  have  been  great  advances  in  preventive  medicine  during  the  last 
thirty  years  which  have  had  the  effect,  not  only  of  reducing  the  amount  of 
illness  and  suffering,  but  of  increasing  the  health  and  happiness  of  people  of 
all  ages.  The  Diphtheria  immunization  schemes  put  into  operation  by  the 
Councils  at  an  early  stage  have  banished  from  the  Districts  what  had  previously 
been  a  dreaded  disease.  Tuberculosis,  Poliomyelitis,  Pneumonia,  and  most  of 
the  bacillary  infections,  are  other  conditions  over  which  control  has  been,  or 
is  being  rapidly  acquired.  The  extent  and  complexity  of  research  today  are 
hopeful  signs  of  the  work  which  is  being  done  to  find  either  the  cause  or  the 
treatment  of  the  more  resistant  diseases. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  for  their  help  and  friendship,  in  many 
cases  over  a  long  period  of  years. 

It  is,  however,  natural  that  I  should  regret  most  the  leaving  of  my  own 
department,  where  everyone  has  been  so  helpful  and  reliable;  I  shall  always 
look  back  on  our  happy  association  with  pleasure.

From  the  original  survey  and  information  that  has  subsequently  become 
available  regarding  the  condition  of  dwellings  in  the  district,  it  appears  that 
there  are  about  50  premises  that  may  be  the  subject  of  major  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  either  in  the  form  of  one  or  two  small  clearance  areas,  individual 
demolition,  or  reconditioning  and  reconstruction. 

Only  a  few  complaints  have  been  received  which  necessitated  notices 
being  served  on  owners  requiring  the  execution  of  repairs. 


Overcrowding. 

The  two  large  families  living  in  Council  accommodation,  reported  on  in  1961, 
were  both  moved  into  four-bedroom  Council  houses  during  the  year.  No  new 
case  of  overcrowding  of  a  house  was  reported,  but  two  particularly  bad  cases 
were  revealed  where  people  were  living  in  rooms.  One  of  these  cases  was  re¬ 
housed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  other  will  be  dealt  with  early  in  1963. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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Improvement  Grants. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications,  particularly  standard 
grants,  received  during  the  year,  but  again  all  applications  and  grants  made 
were  in  respect  of  owner-occupied  properties. 

The  Council  has  decided,  however,  to  deal  with  the  district  area  by  area, 
as  indicated  in  circular  42/62  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  a  start  in  the  School  Lane  area  will  be  commenced  early  in  1963.

With  regard  to  the  three  sites  which  were  the  subject  of  appeal,  only  minor 
alterations  to  the  licences  were  allowed  by  the  Magistrates  in  respect  of  the 
Bushey  Hall  sites.  An  appeal  concerning  the  other  site  at  Sparrows  Herne, 
which  is  on  the  line  of  a  proposed  new  road,  was  deferred  in  the  hope  that  both 
sides  would  reach  an  agreement  regarding  the  conditions  to  be  attached  to  the 
licence. 

The  site  at  Kingsdale  Kennels,  Sandy  Lane,  the  licence  for  which  is  due  to 
expire  in  1965,  was  closed  down  during  the  year. 

’  The  vacancies  that  occurred  on  the  Council’s  caravan  site  at  Brookside, 
Eastbury  Road,  were  again  mainly  used  to  accommodate  occupiers  from  un¬ 
satisfactory  sites  in  Bushey.  The  Council  gave  consideration  to  improving  this 
site  and  intend  to  provide  facilities  to  a  higher  standard  than  that  required 
by  the  model  standards.  As  this  site  is  situated  in  the  area  of  the  Watford 
Rural  District  Council,  the  necessary  licence  has  been  obtained  from  that 
Authority. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  situation  regarding  the  itinerant 
caravan  dweller  improved,  only  one  or  two  spots  remaining  in  Bushey  on  which 
these  people  congregated  from  time  to  time.  The  majority  of  these  dwellers 
create  serious  nuisances  if  allowed  to  remain  in  the  area,  and  it  has  only  been 
possible  to  prevent  these  nuisances  developing  by  making  constant  visits  and, 
where  necessarv,  the  service  of  Abatement  Notices. 

In  1962,  327  visits  were  made  to  these  sites,  37  Abatement  Notices  served 
and  three  informations  laid.  Two  informations  were  withdrawn  as  the  caravan 
occupiers  removed  their  caravans  from  the  site  before  the  proceedings,  while  in 
the  other  case  the  Magistrates  made  a  Nuisance  Order  and  the  defendant  was 
required  to  pay  four  guineas  costs. 


THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 


Food  Condemned. 

The  following  quantities  of  food  were  condemned  during  the  year: — 

Meat,  carcase  85  lbs.;  Meat,  canned  107  lbs.;  Fish  7  lbs.; 
Other  foods  91  lbs. 
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This  unsound  food  was  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  Council’s  Tip. 

The  following  eight  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning 
food  (other  than  milk)  which  had  been  purchased: — 

Crumpets — Mould.  Cake  Mix — Larva.  Porridge  Oats — Rodent 
excreta.  Pork  Pie — Mould.  Bread  Roll — Foreign  matter.  Beef 
Sausages — -Unwholesome.  Cut  Loaf— Mould.  Bread — Foreign  matter. 

Prosecutions  were  instituted  in  the  case  of  the  pork  pie  (mould)  and  the 
loaf  of  bread  (mould).  In  the  first  case  a  fine  of  £10  and  6  guineas  costs  were 
imposed,  while  the  second  case  was  dismissed,  the  Court  not  being  satisfied 
with  the  evidence  given  by  the  purchaser.  Warning  letters  were  sent  in  respect 
of  the  crumpets  and  the  unwholesome  sausages,  while  the  firms’  explanations 
were  accepted  in  the  case  of  the  cake  mix  and  the  porridge  oats. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  complaint  concerning  glass  in  the  bread 
was  traced  ultimately  to  a  defective  butter  dish,  there  being  no  doubt  that  the 
chips  of  glass  originated  from  this  source. 


Carcases  and  Offal  Inspected  and  Condemned  in  Whole  or  in  Part.

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Milk  Supply. 

There  is  now  only  one  dairy  registered  in  the  district.  There  are  nine  per¬ 
sons  or  firms  registered  as  distributors;  during  the  year  there  being  one  deletion 
and  one  addition.  Three  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  condition  of 
milk  bottles,  two  concerning  minute  specks  of  rust  and  dirt  on  the  inside  of  the 
bottles,  while  the  third  complaint  concerned  a  cream  bottle  which  was  internally 
covered  with  rust  marks.  In  this  case  the  vendors  were  prosecuted  and  a  fine 
of  £10,  with  £9  5s.  Od.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  38  retail  premises  on  the  register,  while  no  ice  cream  is  manu¬ 
factured  in  the  district.  The  occupiers  of  these  premises,  together  with  the 
mobile  vendors,  obtained  their  supplies  from  the  larger  manufacturers.  Twelve 
samples  were  taken  and  these  were  satisfactory,  all  being  placed  in  Grade  1. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

With  the  development  of  further  neighbourhood  shopping  centres  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  food  premises  in  Bushey,  and  328  routine 
inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year;  this  resulted  in  13  notices 
being  served  concerning  contraventions  that  were  found.  Eight  of  these  notices 
were  complied  with,  resulting  in  the  following  works  being  carried  out: — 

Provision  of  sinks — 4;  New  or  improved  hot  water  supply — 2;  Pro¬ 
vision  of  washbasins — 2;  Repairs  to  W.Cs. — 2;  Cleansing  and  redecor¬ 
ation — 10. 

One  public  house  with  unsatisfactory  food  preparation  facilities  was  demol¬ 
ished  during  the  year,  while  another  was  reconstructed  as  the  result  of  repre¬ 
sentations  made  by  the  Department.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
proceedings  during  the  year  under  these  regulations. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  Council  was  able  and  willing  to  give  a 
grant  of  £275  to  the  W.V.S.  for  modernising  the  kitchen  and  providing  essential 
up-to-date  equipment,  so  that  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  could  continue. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  levels  of  pollution  by  sulphur  oxides  measured  by  exposing  lead  per¬ 
oxide  candles  have  followed  the  usual  pattern,  with  a  steep  increase  in  all  areas 
during  December.  It  will  be  remembered  that  there  were  periods  of  dense 
fog  during  that  month. 

During  the  year  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  at 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory  was  consulted  concerning  the  continuance  of 
this  type  of  recording.  The  Council  was  advised  that  there  was  not  much  more 
useful  information  likely  to  be  obtained,  and  the  D.S.I.R.  strongly  supports 
the  suggestion  that  a  daily  instrument  or  instruments  should  be  installed.  The 
Council  has  agreed  to  examine  this  proposal  and  it  is  likely  that  such  instru¬ 
ments  will  replace  the  lead  peroxide  ones  in  due  course. 

A  factory  decided  to  change  over  to  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel  during  the 
year,  with  the  result  that  the  intermittent  complaints  received  over  the  past 
few  years  concerning  smoke  emission  from  this  factory  chimney  ceased. 

Five  proposals  were  received  concerning  the  installation  of  boiler  plants, 
and  these  plants  were  installed  during  1962.  These  plants  consist  of  four  oil- 
fired  boilers  and  one  gas-fired  boiler,  with  a  total  output  of  1,479,360  B.T.U. 
per  hour. 
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Swimming  Pool 

Twelve  inspections  were  made  of  the  Council’s  Swimming  Pool  and  twelve 
samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  the 
samples  were  satisfactory.  The  Swimming  Pool,  which  has  a  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  is  filled  from  the  public  water  supply.

The  Council  has  entered  into  three  contracts  for  the  control  of  pests  with 
occupiers  of  business  premises,  and  these  are  working  very  satisfactorily;  it  is 
hoped  that  this  service  may  be  extended  in  the  future. 

A  major  mouse  infestation  was  found  at  a  large  battery  poultry  plant, 
which  was  very  difficult  to  bring  under  control. 

A  short  length  of  private  sewer  on  a  new  estate  was  found  to  be  infested. 
This  length  was  successfully  treated  as  well  as  associated  surface  outbreaks,  and 
no  further  infestation  occurred  after  the  manhole  covers  were  fitted  and  gullies 
sealed.  This  infestation  was  found  in  a  new  branch  sewer  and  did  not  in  any 
way  affect  the  public  sewerage  system.  It  is  hoped  to  carry  out  test-baiting  of 
the  sewers  during  1963,  but  there  has  been  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  the 
public  sewers  are  in  any  way  infested.

Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection. 

No  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  District  during  the  year  under  review.

Sewer  Control. 

During  the  current  year  a  programme  of  test  baiting  covering  10  per  cent 
of  the  manholes  in  the  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  and,  as  in  1955, 
1958,  and  1961,  no  infestation  was  revealed. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Two  vehicles  were  in 
use  during  the  year,  both  18  cu.  yd.  dual  tip  vehicles.  Six  men  maintain  a 
7- day  collection  service.  A  bonus  scheme  is  operated  by  the  Council. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  a  tip  situated  at  Wapseys 
Wood  Pit,  Gerrards  Cross.  In  co-operation  with  the  Amersham  R.D.C.  all 
refuse  is  dumped  in  the  first  instance  at  their  London  Road  Depot  and  is  then 
conveyed  by  means  of  bulk  transporters  to  the  Gerrards  Cross  tip. 

A  scheme  for  the  salvage  of  rags,  waste  paper  and  cardboard  is  operated 
by  the  Council. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  provides  public  conveniences  for  Men  and  Women  on  Road 
A404,  opposite  Chorleywood  Common;  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  have  been 
repeatedly  damaged  by  vandalism. 

Soil  Drainage. 

During  the  year  under  review,  one  house  which  had  previously  been  drained 
to  a  cesspool  was  connected  to  the  sewer.

Housing. 

While  the  work  of  repairs  continued  during  the  year  under  review,  no  new 
Council  houses  became  available  and  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  further  with 
the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme.  It  is  expected  that  an  appreciable 
number  of  houses  will  become  available  during  1963,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
majority  of  houses  included  in  the  programme  still  left  to  be  dealt  with,  will 
be  either  cleared,  closed,  or  demolished. 


Improvement  Grants. 

The  technical  supervision  of  Improvement  Grants  is  undertaken  by  the 
Department.  At  the  end  of  the  year  221  houses  had  been  improved,  or  approved 
work  was  proceeding  on  them.  The  amount  of  grants  approved  since  the  incep¬ 
tion  of  the  scheme  totalled  £58,890. 
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Moveable  Dwellings,  Caravans,  Gipsies. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  caravan  sites  within  the  Urban  District, 
containing  a  total  of  24  caravans.  In  connection  with  the  Aquadrome  Site, 
owned  by  the  Council,  active  steps  were  taken  to  locate  a  suitable  position 
for  the  re-siting  of  the  caravans,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  application  was 
before  the  planning  authority.  No  special  problems  arose  regarding  gipsies.

Comments  on  samples  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory:— 

(a)  A  sample  of  cream  consisted  of  approximately  two  ounces  of  a  slightly 
cloudy  liquor  containing  a  brownish  suspension  taken  from  a  defective 
can.  Examination  showed  that  this  contained  traces  of  iron  rust.  It 
was  suggested  that  the  water  had  been  drawn  into  the  faulty  can  on 
cooling  after  sterilisation  and  this  was  a  possible  explanation  of  the 
presence  of  water  in  the  can.  The  firm  were  warned  that  legal  proceed¬ 
ings  would  be  taken  if  there  was  a  repetition  of  the  complaint. 

(b)  A  bottle  of  pasteurised  milk — as  there  was  an  interval  of  24  hours 
between  the  delivery  time  and  the  time  when  the  snail  was  first  seen  in 
the  bottle  no  proceedings  were  taken. 

(c)  A  sliced  loaf — suggested  that  the  pellet  shaped  objects  might  have 
been  rodent  excreta  but  examination  found  them  to  be  burnt  dough. 

(d)  An  informal  sample  of  “Butter  Drops”  were  reported  as  containing 
insufficient  butter  fat  to  justify  the  description  “Butter  Drops”.  A 
follow  up  formal  sample  was  submitted  under  the  title  “Butter  Creams 
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(Flavoured)  and  it  was  reported  that  the  description  ‘ 'Creams”  was 
inappropriate  for  a  hard  confection  which  contained  no  butter  fat. 
The  firm  were  informed  accordingly  and  in  the  light  of  these  reports 
decided  to  rename  the  sweet. 

(e)  An  informal  sample  of  milk  bread  was  reported  as  containing  insufficient 
milk  solids  to  justify  the  description  "Milk  Bread".  The  baker  was 
interviewed  and  in  fact  it  was  found  that  this  was  in  the  nature  of 
being  an  "irregular"  sample,  the  shop  assistant  failing  to  give  the 
purchaser  the  article  asked  for.  The  purchaser  was  not  prejudiced.

(d)  Loaf  of  bread  containing  wasp.  Fined  £50. 

Swimming  Pools. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  is  owned  by  the  Council.  The  water  supply 
is  by  bore  and  electric  pump.  Chlorination  apparatus  is  in  use,  and  frequent 
checks  are  made  by  the  attendant,  and  by  this  department. 

The  Aquadrome,  a  natural  lake,  is  largely  used  for  swimming  during  the 
summer  months. 

The  Ebury  Road  Open  Air  Bath  and  the  Mill  End  Junior  School  Bath  were 
only  open  for  a  short  period  during  the  summer,  but  the  Juniper  Hill  School 
Bath  was  open  from  May  to  September.  Eleven  water  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  but  one  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 
Eighteen  inspections  were  made. 

Water  Supply. 

A  total  of  8  water  samples  were  taken  from  various  supplies  including  the 
Rickmansworth  &  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company  and  the  Colne  Valley 
Water  Company,  all  were  satisfactory.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Two  stations  are  being  operated  in  connection  with  the  National  Survey  of 
Air  Pollution  and  at  these,  measurements  are  taken  daily,  except  at  week-ends. 

Graphs  showing  the  monthly  averages  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide,  in 
microgrammes  per  cubic  metre,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  A  close  relationship  was  found,  not  only  between  the  stations,  but 
also  between  the  amounts  recorded.  The  Sulphur  Dioxide  measurements  showed 
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CHARTS  SHOWING  LEVELS  OF  AIR  POLLUTION  1962 
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an  average  of  about  100  mgms.  per  cubic  metre  during  January,  February  and 
March,  after  which  there  was  a  fall  to  20  mgms,  followed  by  a  rapid  rise  from 
October  to  a  maximum  of  from  230  (Mill  End)  to  270  (Moor  Park)  in  December. 
The  figures  for  Smoke  were  similar,  with  the  exception  that  those  recorded  for 
January,  February,  March  and  December  were  about  one- third  higher  in  Mill 
End  than  in  Moor  Park.  There  was  a  thick  fog  from  the  4th  to  the  7th  of 
December. 

This  investigation  forms  part  of  the  national  survey  from  which  it  is  hoped 
valuable  information  will  be  obtained  for  the  whole  country,  and  in  the  light  of 
which,  the  local  figures  can  be  more  truly  assessed.

Caravan  Sites. 

This  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  three  areas  with  the  biggest  caravan 
problem  in  Hertfordshire. 

During  the  year  Licences  were  in  force  in  respect  of  30  caravan  sites, 
involving  a  total  of  403  caravans.  The  four  largest  sites  are  in  respect  of  104, 
70,  60  and  30  caravans;  sizes  of  other  sites  range  from  22,  to  single  caravans 
(of  which  there  are  10). 

Discontinuance  orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  respect  of  8  of  the 
above  sites  involving  56  caravans,  and  these  sites  are  now  being  run  down. 
One  site  of  4  caravans  had  by  the  end  of  the  year  been  cleared.  Licence  condi¬ 
tions  have  been  based  on  the  Model  Standards,  and  discussions  have  been  had 
with  site  owners  regarding  their  implementation.  Action  was  taken,  in 
conjunction  with  the  owners  of  the  two  sites  concerned,  to  deal  with  the 
unauthorised  use  of  land  by  itinerant  gypsy  type  caravanners,  in  consequence  of 
which  the  sites  were  vacated.

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An  incentive  bonus  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1959.  This  has 
done  much  to  overcome  the  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  regular  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  throughout  the  District  and  has  resulted  in  a  more  efficient  service. 

A  Trade  Refuse  Collection  Scheme  provides  for  a  charge  being  made  foi 
the  removal  of  trade  refuse  from  shop  premises.  The  scale  of  fees  in  force 
provides  for  no  charge  in  respect  of  the  first  dustbin,  30/-  per  year  for  the 
second  bin,  20/-  for  the  third,  and  15/-  for  the  fourth  and  subsequent  bins. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal- — Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping 
on  both  of  the  Council’s  sites  situated  at  Aldenham  and  Abbots  Langley. 
During  the  year  the  Council  have  considered  the  question  of  disposal  by  com¬ 
posting  and  this  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 


(c)  Cesspool  Emptying — The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  and  the  scheme  covers  the  whole  of  the  district.  Cesspools  are  emptied 
at  the  request  of  owners  or  occupiers  without  charge,  but  the  Council  reserve  the 
right  to  review  this  arrangement  at  any  time,  and  to  impose  a  scale  of  charges 
in  specific  cases,  or  generally,  should  they  consider  it  necessary  or  desirable. 
An  800  gallon  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle,  operated  by  two  men,  is  in  use. 
In  addition,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  the  services  of  a  contractor  who  uses 
modern  type  emptying  vehicles.  The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  by  dis¬ 
charge  into  sewers  in  the  area. 

The  construction  of  a  sewer  to  serve  Toms  Lane  and  part  of  Bedmond  has 
now  been  completed,  and  house  connections  thereto  have  been  made,  resulting 
in  the  abolition  of  169  cesspools  and  a  small  sewage  disposal  plant.

(d)  Pail  Closet  Emptying — This  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour  in  the 
Parishes  of  Abbots  Langley,  Aldenham,  and  Sarratt.  Pail  closets  are  emptied 
weekly,  properly  equipped  vehicles  being  used  for  collection  and  disposal 
purposes. 

(e)  Public  Conveniences — The  maintenance  of  the  Public  Conveniences 
in  Watling  Street,  Radlett,  Station  Approach,  South  Oxhey,  and  in  the  High 
Street,  Abbots  Langley,  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
A  further  Public  Convenience  was  erected  at  the  Oxhey  Pavilion  in  August  1961.
